HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Hospital  accommodation  has  been  provided  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Council  for  both  Smallpox  and  General  Infectious  Diseases. 
With  the  completion  of  these  hospitals  the  District  Council’s 
Agreements  with  the  Norwich  Corporation  and  Forehoe  and  Henstead 
Rural  District  Council  have  ceased  to  operate. 

The  County  Council’s  Isolation  Hospital  for  Smallpox  is  situated 
at  Little  Snoring,  and  a  new  General  Infectious  Disease  Hospital 
was  opened  at  East  Dereham  during  the  year. 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  whenever  possible  treated  at 
home,  whilst  all  other  cases  are  removed  to,  and  treated  at  the 
Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  specimens  are  generally  sent  for  examination  to  the 
Laboratory  maintained  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council. 

Water  analyses  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Analyst. 
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LEGISLATION  LOCAL  ACTS,  ADOPTIVE  ACTS 
AND  BYELAWS  IN  FORCE  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 


Building  Bye-laws  are  in  force  throughout  the  whole  District, 
but  these  are  being  revised  to  conform  with  the  new  Model  Code 
which  has  been  issued  since  the  passing  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 

The  Council  has  Bye-laws  relating  to  New  Streets  in  the  parishes  of 
Old  Catton,  Hellesdon  and  Sprowston,  and  the  Norfolk  County  Council 
has  similar  Bye-laws  in  respect  of  the  remainder  of  the  District. 

Bye-laws  in  respect  of  Slaughter-houses  are  in  force  throughout 
the  District.

Of  the  above  notified  cases,  nine  persons  suffering  from  Scarlet 
Fever  and  all  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  Isolation 
Hospitals  for  treatment,  the  remaining  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
isolated  at  home.  The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  was  removed  to  the 
Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital.  The  source  of  infection  was  not 
discovered.  The  notified  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was 
treated  at  home,  the  child  responded  satisfactorily  to  treatment 
and  made  a  good  recovery.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Structural  alterations  and  improvements  in  Cowsheds  and 
Dairies  during  the  year  have  again  received  attention,  and  con¬ 
tinued  progress  has  been  made. 

There  are  at  present  228  cowkeepers  on  the  register,  thus  repre¬ 
senting  a  decrease  of  12,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Eight  new  "Accredited”  Licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 
There  are  now  48  persons  in  the  district  holding  these  licences 
compared  with  41  persons  during  the  previous  twelve  months. 
Records  relating  to  206  samples  taken  during  the  year  will  be  found 
in  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report.  As  observed  during  the 
previous  year  little  difficulty  is  experienced  by  producers  in  com¬ 
plying  with  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  during  the  winter  months  and 
the  majority  of  failures  occurred  during  the  warm  part  of  the  year. 
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There  has,  however,  been  considerable  improvement  in  the 
methods  of  production  which  has  resulted  in  fewer  failing  samples. 

In  addition  to  the  above  persons  there  are  three  producers  who 
hold  licences  to  produce  “Tuberculin  Tested”  Milk. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  the  District 
Council  act  as  agents  to  the  County  Council,  making  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  to  the  granting  of  licences  for  “Accredited”  Milk,  and 
sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the  District  Council. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  PREMISES 
WHERE  FOOD  IS  PREPARED. 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  connection 
with  the  supervision  of  these  premises  and  details  of  this  work  will 
be  found  in  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

SCHOOLS. 

Schools  in  the  parishes  of  Cawston,  Drayton,  Haveringland, 
Salhouse,  St.  Faith’s,  Taverham  and  Weston  were  closed  for  short 
periods  during  the  year.  These  closures  were  made  on  account  of 
the  prevalence  of  Measles,  Mumps,  and  or  coughs  and  colds. 

In  each  case  the  closure  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  the  incidence 
of  these  ailments. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  for  any  other  action  to  be  taken 
during  the  year. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  following  are  the  schemes  in  operation  : 

By  Direct  Labour^ — 

Catton,  Hellesdon  and  Sprowston. — Removal  of  night  soil 
from  479  closets  ;  removal  of  house  refuse  from  3,191  ashbins. 

Horsham  St.  Faith  with  New^ton  St.  Faith.— Removal  of 
night  soil  in  the  village  from  245  closets  and  house  refuse  from  71 
recently  erected  houses  near  the  Hellesdon  boundary. 

Hackford  and  Reepham  Wards  of  Reepham. — Removal  of 
night  soil  from  294  closets  ;  removal  of  house  refuse  from  303 
ashbins. 

By  Contract — 

Aylsham. — Removal  of  night  soil  from  670  closets  ;  removal  of 
house  refuse  from  697  ashbins. 

COLTISHALL. — Removal  of  night  soil  from  270  closets  ;  removal 
of  house  refuse  from  286  ashbins. 

Foulsham. — Removal  of  night  soil  from  244  closets  ;  removal 
of  house  refuse  from  219  ashbins. 

Lenwade. — (A  hamlet  of  Gt.  Witchingham). — Removal  of  night 
soil  from  108  closets. 

At  Wroxham  there  is  a  voluntary  scheme  in  operation,  which  is 
working  satisfactorily. 
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During  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  carry  out  a  further  scheme 
by  direct  labour.  This  scheme  which  serves  the  Hackford  and 
Reepham  Wards  of  Reepham,  now  comes  under  direct  supervision 
of  the  Council’s  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  a  considerable 
improvement  in  the  service  given  has  resulted. 

The  disposal  of  house  refuse  collected  in  Old  Catton,  Hellesdon, 
Sprowston,  and  part  of  St.  Faith’s  is  by  controlled  tipping  under 
direct  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  with 
very  satisfactory  results.  In  the  remaining  parishes  refuse  is 
disposed  of  on  sites,  and  by  methods  approved  by  the  Council. 
This  arrangement  produces  fairly  satisfactory  results,  although 
naturally  not  of  the  same  standard  as  the  schemes  where  controlled 
tipping  is  used.  It  is  hoped,  however,  to  extend  the  areas  scavenged 
from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  possible  in  order  that  a  number  of 
parishes  may  be  amalgamated  for  the  purpose  of  a  cheap  and 
efficient  scheme  in  which  the  most  satisfactory  forms  of  collection 
and  disposal  of  the  refuse  are  incorporated. 

The  disposal  of  night  soil  is  by  deposit  upon  agricultural  land  in 
situations  approved  by  the  Council. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Unfortunately  it  was  not  found  possible  to  make  any  progress 
in  the  matter  of  provided  new  sewers  and  disposal  works  for  the 
town  of  Aylsham  owing  to  the  increased  costs  of  labour  and  materials. 

The  provision  of  a  system  of  sewerage  in  the  Parishes  of  Catton, 
Hellesdon,  Sprowston,  and  part  of  Horsham  St.  Faith’s  is  still 
under  consideration  in  conjunction  with  the  Parish  of  Thorpe  in 
the  adjoining  Rural  District  of  Blofield  and  Flegg,  and  it  is  under¬ 
stood  that  a  Joint  Committee  is  being  set  up  to  deal  with  this 
matter. 

The  outfall  sewer  ditches  in  the  Parishes  of  Aylsham,  Cawston, 
and  Reepham  were  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Norwich  Corporation  have  been  the 
Water  Undertakers  for  an  area  adjacent  to  the  boundary  of  the 
City  of  Norwich,  and  comprising  the  parishes  of  Drayton,  Catton, 
Hellesdon  and  Sprowston,  together  with  part  of  the  parish  of 
Horsham  St.  Faith  with  Newton  St.  Faith  near  the  Hellesdon 
boundary. 

The  year  1938  has  seen  a  considerable  extension  in  the  area  supplied 
by  Public  Water  Mains.  The  scheme  to  supply  the  parishes  of 
Aylsham,  Marsham,  Hevingham,  Stratton  Strawless,  and  Horsham 
St.  Faith  with  Newton  St.  Faith  was  completed  during  the  year. 
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This  scheme  which  provides  a  supply  of  water  which  has  been 
urgently  needed  in  the  parishes  supplied  was  inaugurated  by 
Russell  J.  Colman,  Esq.,  the  Chairman  to  the  Norfolk  County 
Council,  at  Aylsham,  on  Tuesday,  November  15,  1938.  The  entire 
scheme  which  was  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £20,121  was  in  operation 
at  the  end  of  the  year  and  at  that  time  155  premises  had  been 
connected  to  the  mains.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  was  met  with  during  the  year. 
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HOUSING. 

During  the  year  a  further  large  number  of  houses  was  erected 
within  the  district,  and  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  erection  of  88 
dwellings  was  practically  completed,  82  of  the  88  dwellings  were 
complete,  whilst  the  remaining  6  houses  were  well  in  hand.  The 
completion  of  this  scheme  represents  another  step  forward  in  the 
Council’s  scheme  for  the  re-housing  of  persons  living  in  overcrowded 
conditions,  in  Clearance  Areas,  and  where  Demolition  Orders  have 
been  made. 

Six  applications  for  grants  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers) 
Act  were  approved  in  respect  of  15  houses,  and  grants  of  asisstance 
totalling  £1,156  were  promised  to  the  owners  concerned.  Two  of 
the  schemes  were  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year,  these  concerned 
four  houses  upon  each  of  which  the  maximum  grant  of  £100  had 
been  made. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  remaining  schemes  were  all  in  progress 
and  some  have  since  been  completed. 

One  application  has  been  made  for  a  subsidy  for  the  erection  of 
houses  for  Agricultural  Workers  under  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act  1938,  and  the  Council  has  promised  assistance  in 
this  case.  The  scheme  which  provides  for  the  erection  of  two 
dwelling-houses  was  incomplete  at  the  end  of  the  year.
